This  Honourable  Perfbn  was  Son  to  Sr.FuIk 
Grevile  the  Elder,  of  Beauchamp-Court  in  fVar-^ 
wick,floire ;  and  after  having  been  Educated 
fome  time  at  Camhridgey  he  removed  to  Court 
in  the  Reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth :  and  in  the 
Seventeenth  year  of  King.7'^W(f J-  the  Firll^  he 
was  made  a  Baron.  He  was  eminently  Famous 
for  Learning  and  Courage.  He  wasbiried  up 
with  the  Fam'd  Sr.  'Philip  Sidney^  and  in  his 
youth  writ  ieveral  Poems  of. different  Kinds, 
amongfl:  which  are  two  Dramatick  Pieces,  viz. 

Alahamy  a  Tragedy  printed  in  Folio  1^33. 
This  Play  feems  an  Imitation  of  the  Ancients. 
The  Prologue  is  Ipoken  by  a  Ghofl,  one  of  the 
0]d  Kings  o^Ormus^  (an  Ifland  Scituate  at  the 
Entrance  of  the  Terfian  Gulf)  where  the  Scene 
of  the  Dramma  lies.

EnglifhMaros^tt'^  ripe  with  eaual  fpeed,as  tha^ 
famous  Topiwr  Bough  plantea  at  the  Romar 
Poets  Birtn,  fprung  up  into  ^  beautiful  tal 
Tree,  which  overtoptfcveral  others  of  far  ri 
per  Age.  Firgil  at  Thirteen  years  of  Age  be 
gan  his  Studies  at  MiUain  ;  but  this  our  Authoj 
writ  his  Tragical  Hiftory  of  Tyrafnus  anc 
Thifbcy  when  he  was  but  Ten  years  old ;  hi: 
Conjlantia  and  ThiJetus  at  Twelve;  and  ai 
Thirteen  had  publifht  not  only  thefe  but  feve

^  Child  is  made  an  Eunuch.  Thus  he  gradualy

1 56 J.  This  Play  met  with  fome  Oppofition, 
at  its  Reprefentation  under  this  new  Name, 
from  fbmc  who  envyed  the  Authors  unftiaken 
Loyalty  to  the  Prince,  and  the  Royal  Caufe,  in 
the  worft  of  Times  \  out  afterwards  I  fuppofe 
the  Authors  Preface  (to  which  I  refer  the 
Reader)  difpell'd  all  thofe  Clouds  rais'd  by  the 
Faftion ;  and  I  have  feen  it  a£led  with  uni- 
yerfal  Applaufe :  and  I  believe  generally  fpeak-

Theyconfiftof  Mifcellanies,  Anacreontiques, 
and  Pindariques ;  or  fbme  Copies  of  Verfes 
tranflated  Paraphraftically  out  oi  Anacrem  and 
Tindar :  on  the  later  he  has  writ  Notes,  as  re- 
plete with  Learning,  as  his  Odes  with  Wit  and 
Fancy,  and  which  moft  admirably  explain  the 
moll:  difficult  and  abftrufe  Paflages. 

Befides  thefe  he  has  publiflit  an  Epique  Poem 
caird  Davideis^  a  Sacred  Poem  of  the  Troubles 
oi7)avidy  in  Four  Books :  tho'  defign'd  by  the 
Author  to  be  continued  and  extended  toTwelve; 
not  for  the  Tribes  fake,  but  in  imitation  of 
Firgil  As  it  is  a  great  grief  to  the  Lovers  of 
Poetry,  that  he  liv'd  not  to  finifti  the  Work ; 
fo  'tis  the  Opinion  of  an  eminent  Critick,  {^) 
^That  as  it  may  be  lamented,  that  he  carried 

*  not  on  the  Work  fb  far  as  he  defign^d,  fo  it 
^  might  be  wifht  that  he  had  liv'd  to  Revifc 

*  what  he  did  leatre  us :  I  think  the  Troubles 
^  of  2)avidis  neither  Title  nor  Matter  proper 
^  for  an  Heroick  Poem ;  feeing  it  is  rather  the 
^  Actions  than  his  Sufferings,  that  make  an. 
^  Heroe  :  nor  can  it  be  defended  by  Homers 
^Odyfieis^^mQtUlyJfes\  Sufferings  conclude  with 
^one  great  and  perfedl  Aftion.  Yet  notwith- 
ftanding,  this  judicious  Author  allows,  'That 
'in  xS\^  T>avi(ieis  (Fragment  and  imperfeft  as 
^  it  is)  there  fhines  fome thing  of  a  more  fine, 
'  more  free,  more  new,  and  more  noble  air,  than

'and  all  the  reft  of  the  Italians.  The'  Jacohus 
Tbilippus  Tomajinusy  Laur,  CraJJo^  and  other 
great  Men  give  TaJJo  an  extraordinary  Cha- 
raiSler.  But  to  return  to  our  Author,  what- 
ever  faults  Mr.  Ctywley  may  have  committed  in 
the  Occonomy  of  his  Poem,  (as  Mr.  Rymer 
reckons  up  others)  if  it  be  confider'd,  *That 
'  he  writ  the  grcateft  part  of  it,  ^as  the  Au- 
'thor  of  his  Life  obferves)  whiUl  he  was  a 
'  young  Student  in  Trinity  CoUedge  in  Cam- 
^iriJge^  and  withal  reflea  on  the  vaflnefs  of 
'  the  Argument,  and  his  manner  of  Handling 
*it,  he  may  fcem  like  one  of  the  Miracles  he 
'there  adorns,  likg,  a  Boy  attempting  Goliab. 
The  reft  of  his  Verfes  are  written  on  fevcral 
Occafions,  and  for  what  remains  unfpoken  of 
in  his  Second  Volume,  they  are  Verfes  which 
he  made  when  he  was  a  King's  Scholar,  and 
to  which  he  gave  the  Title  of  Syka, 

As  to  his  Pieces  in  EndiQi  Profe,  they  are 
Difcourfes  by  way  of  Eliays,  upon  grave  and 
ferious  Subjc6ls ;  where  he  gives  tlie  truefl 
and  befl  Charafter  of  himfelf,  and  his  thoughts 
during  his  Retirement.  Thefe,  with  feveral 
others  which  he  defign'd  to  add  ;  he  intended 
had  not  Death  prevented  him,  to  have  dedica- 
ted to  his  old  Patron  the  Earl  of  St.  Albansy 
'  As  a  Teflimony  of  his  entire  Rcfpefts  to  him; 
'  and  a  kind  of  Apology  for  having  left  hv 

t  mane  Affairs  in  the  flrength  of  his  Age,  whi  icj

^  Country.  But  notwithftanding  his  Death^his 
intentions  are  made  good  by  his  Avorthy  Friend 
the  careful  Overfeer  of  his  Writings,  who  has 
paid  in  this  Legacy  according  to  the  will  and 
intention  of  the  deccafed  Teftator. 

His  Latine  Works  contain  the  two  former 
Books  of  his  Davideis;  a  Latine  Comedy  call'd 
Naufragium  Joculaire^  which  was  afted  before 
the  Univerfity  ofCamhriis^e  by  thtf  Members  of 
Trinity  CoUedgC;  the  fecond  day  of  February 
1638.  and  his  Toemata  LatinUy  printed  in  o^- 
vo  1668.  conCfting  of  Six  Books  of  Plantg* 
and  One  of  Mifcellanics ;  of  whofe  feveral 
Charafter,  you  will  find  an  account  in  his  Life : 
where  you  may  like  wife  find  a  defcription  of 
his  Temper,  Converfation,  ^c.  which  would 
fwell  this  Volume  beyond  its  deCgn'd  Bulk,  to 
relate.  All  that  I  Ihall  acquaint  you  furdier 
with  is,  that  this  befl  of  Poets,  that  ever  our 
Nation  produced,  and  a  Man  of  fo  excellent  a 
Temper,  in  the  Opinion  of  King  Charles  the 
Second,  that  he  was  pleas'd  to  fay  of  him  upon 
the  news  of  his  death,  that  Mr.  Covoky  had 
Hot  left  a  better  Man  behind  him  in  England. 
This  Excellent  Man  I  fajy,  Died  after  a  Fort- 
nights Sicknefs,  of  a  Stoppage  in  his  Breaft 
and  Throat,  accompanied  with  a  violent  De- 
flnftion.  He  was  Buried  at  fVefiminJier  Abby, 
near  Two  of  our  mofi:  cmincht  Englifli  Bards, 
Chaucer^  and  Spencer ;  his  Corps  being  attend* 
cd  with  a  numerous  Train  of  Perlbns  of  the 
moft  eminent  Rank,  both  for  Birth  and  Virtue. 
The  late  Duke  offfuckif^ham  his  Noble  Fxicnd 

and 
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and  Patron,  has  erected  a  Magnificent  Monu* 
mcnt  over  his  Allies  in  teitimony  of  his  Af- 
fe&ion ;  whofc  Sculpture  you  may  fee  at  the 
beginning  of  his  Second  Volume.  Tho'  I  take 
it  tor  granted  that  every  Lover  of  Poetry  hath 
the  Works  of  this  Worthy  Ornament  of  our 
Nation :  (fince  in  my  weak  judgment,  what 
was  faid  oid'Urffe's  Jijtr^a^  by  the  great  Car- 
dinal R^ichlieu^  may  more  truly  be  faid  of  our 
Authors  Works,  That  he  was  not  fit  to  be  ad- 
'  nutted  into  the  Academy,  who«had  not  been 
before  well  read  in  Aftvieai)  yet  fince  his  Epi- 
taph may  prove  an  Embelhihment  to  this 
Worl^  I  fliaU  tranfcribe  it.

France^  on  which  he  himfelf  has  Iharply  re- 
flexed  at  the  Entrance  of  his  Preface  to  his 
Works.  The  other  Poem  is  fathered  upon  him 
by  Mr.  VbiUips  and  Mr.  IVinfianky^  which  they 
call  Antonius  andMelliday  which  in  truth  is 
not  a  Poem^  but  a  Play  in  Two  Parts,  written 
by  John  Marftm.  Tho'  I  can  give  no  Account 
how  Mr.  ThiHips  fell  into  this  miftake,  yet  I 
know  very  well,  that  the  little  Poem  he  ipeaks 
of  ('i)  is  caU'd  Cmjtantia  andThiktus.  As  for 
Mr.  fVinftankyy  he  like  blind  Bayard  boldly  fol- 
lows the  foi'mer  at  a  venture ;  but  he  may 
by  this  learn  the  truth  of  that  old  Proverb ; 
Mali  Corvi  malum  ovum^  Likg  Carpenter  j  like 
Chips.  There  is  an  Ode  written  by  Mr.  Cowley 
for  her  Majefty,  Queen  to  King  Charles  the' 
Firft,  printed  m  the  begininc  of  Mr.  Tate^t 
Collefl;ion  of  Poems  on  feveral  Occafions,prin- 
tcd  in  oftavo  Lond.  i68j.  There  was  a  New 
Edition  of  his  Works  with  a  Table,  and  tljc 
Vcrfes  that  were  made  on  his  Death,  by  the 
Wits  of  the  Age,  printed  in  Fol.  Lond.  1688. 
I  (hall  clofe  all  with  the  Commendation  given 
him  by  Mr.  Evelyn j  in  his  Imiution  of  Ovid's

An  Excellent  Ctemedian  that  liv'd  in  tlie 
Reign  of  King  Charles  the  Firft,  One,  who 
when  the  Ring-leaders  of  the  Rebellion,  and 
Reformers  of  the  Nation  fuppreft  the  Stage, 
betook  himfclf  to  making  Drolls  or  Farces ; 
fuch  as  were  AHatm  znd  Diana ;  OenonCy  with 
the  Humours  of  Bumkin;  Hohbinal;  Singing 
Simhin  ;  and  Simplctm  the  Smith ;  which  un- 
der the  Colour  of  Rope-dancing,  were  allow'd 
to  be  afled  at  the  Red-BuU  Playhoufe  by 
fiealth,  and  the  connivance  of  thofe  ftraight 
lac*d  Governors.  Thefe  Parts  he  ufually  acted 
IcLimbX^^  and  fo  naturally,  that  once  after  ne  had 
play'd  Young  Simpleton  at  a  Country  Fair,  a 
noted  Smith  m  thofe  parts,  who  faw  him  a£^ 
came  to  him,  and  offer'd  to  take  him  as  his 
Journey-man,  and  to  allow  him  Twelve-pence 
a  Week  more  than  the  refl. 

Nor  was  it  in  London  only,  but  in  the  Uni- 
verfity  likewife,  that  our  Aftor  was  appJjidcd : 
infbmuch  that  a  Poetical  Butler  tooWwch  a 
Fancy  to  his  Afting,  that  he  was  plcafed  to 
oblige  him  with  a  Prologue,  that  he  might  ap- 
pear in  forniy  as  he  had  feen  the  Meml^crs  of 
the  Colledge  he  belonged  to,  at  the  Afting  a 
Play  in  Chrijimafs ;  part  of  which,  for  the 
Readers  Diverfion,  and  as  a  Sample  of  the  Ta-^ 
lent  of  this  Chip  of  TemaJJm^  I  have  fct  down 
as  follows :

Andromachey  a  Tragedy  afted  at  the  Duke  s 
Theijp,  and  printed  in  cjuarto  Lond.  1675-. 
This  Tiay  Mr.  Crown  claims  no  farther  fharo 
in,  than  the  turning  it  into  Prole,  it  being 
tranflated  from  the  French  of  Monfieur  Racine^ 
by  a  young  Gentleman,  who  had  a  great  efteem 
for  all  French  Plays,  and  particularly  for  this ; 
but  whofe  Genius  in  Verfe,  it  feems  was  not 
very  fortunate.  In  a  word,  Mr.  Crown  has 
written  an  Epiiile  to  clearhimfelf  of  the  Scan* 
dal  (as  he  terms  it)  of  lb  poor  a  Tranflation* 
This  Play  tho  wellefteem'd  in  the  Oricinaljhad 
not  '\t%  expcflied  fuccels  on  our  Englife  Stage.

Ambitious  Statefman^  or  The  Loyal  Favorite^ 
a  Tragedy  a£led  at  the  Theatre  Royal,  by  his 
MajcfFies  Servants,  printed  in  quarto  jLond. 
t6^p.  and  dedicated  to  her  Grace  the  Dutchefs 
of  Albermarle,  This  Play  is  in  the  Poets  O- 
pinion,  the  moft  vigorous  of  all  his  Labours, 
out  born  in  a  time  fo  unhealthy  to  Poetry,  that 
it  met  not  with  the  Applaufe  which  fome  peo- 
ple thought  it  deferv'd.  I  know  not  what  Au- 
thor Mr.  Crou:n  has  follow'd,  or  whence  he 
hath  taken  his  Plot :  but  I  fuppofe  by  his  Am- 
bitious State/many  he  means  Bernard  d Armagh 
nac  the  feventh,  Comte  d ArmagnaCy  and  Con- 
/bble  of  France  in  the  Reign  of  King  Charles 
the  Sixth.  My  Reafon  for  this  Conjcfture  x%y 
that  he  fpeaks  of  Henry  the  Fifth's  Landing 
in  F\rMCCy  which  was  in  the  time  of  that  King.

He 
was  more  tamous  for  the  contention  he  had 
with  him  for  the  Bays,'  than  for  any  great  Re- 
putation  he  had  gain'd  by  his  own  Writings. 
iTet  even  in  that  Age,  he  wanted  not  his  Ad- 
mirers, nor  his  Friends  amongft  the  Poets :  in 
(vhich  number  I  reckon  the  Ingenious  Mr. 
Richard  Brome\  who  always  ftird  him  by  the 
Title  of  Father,  He  clubbed  with  IVehfier  in 
irnting  Three  Plays;  and  with  Rowley  zndFord 
in  another :  and  I  think  I  may  venture  to  fay, 
that  thefe  Plays  as  far  exceed  thofeofhis  own 
Brain,  as  a  platted  Whip-cord  exceeds  a  finglc 
Thread  in  ftrength.

A  Perfon  whofe  Writings  have  made  hi 
markable  to  all  forts  of  Men,  as  being  for  2 
time  much  read,  and  in  great  Vogue.  It 
wonder  that  the  Chara6cers  given  of  hir 
fuch  as  are,or  would  be  thought  Wits,  are 
ous ;  fince  even  thofe,  who  are  generally  al 
to  ht  fuch,  are  not  yet  agreed  in  their  Ver 
And  as  their  Judgments  are  different,  as  t 
Writings ;  fo  are  their  Cenfures  no  left  n 
nant  to  the  Managery  ot  his  Life,  fome  ( 
ling  what  thefe  condemn,  and  fome  expl< 
what  thofe  commend :  So  that  wc  can  f 
find  them  agreed  in  any  One  thing,,  fave 
That  he  was  Poet  Laureat  and  Hiftori 
pher  to  His  late  Majefty.  For  this,  and  c 
Reafons,  I  fhall  wave  all  Particularities  c 
Life ;  and  let  pafs  the  Hifloriographer,  t 
may  keep  the  clofer  to  the  Poet,  toward  w 
I  Ihall  ufe  my  accuftom'd  Freedome ;  an 
ving  fpoken  my  Sentiments  of  his  Predece 
Writings,  fhall  venture  without  partialit 
exercife  my  flenderjudgment  ingivinga 
fure  of  his  Works. 

Mr.  Dryden  is  the  mofl  Voluminous  Dr 
tick  Writer  of  our  Age,  he  having  alread; 
tant  above  Twenty  Plays  of  hisownwri 
as  the  Title-page  of  each  would  perfwade 
World ;  tho*  fome  people  have  been  fo 
as  to  call  the  Truth  of  tliis  in  queftion,  ai 

P' 
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pn)0og^te  in  the  world  another  Opinion. 

llis  Genips  feems  to  me  to  incline  to  Tragedy 
udSatyr^  rather  than  Comedy  :  and  methinks 
he  writes  niuch  better  in  Herokks^  than  in 
hLmk^  Verje.  His  very  Enemies  mufi:  grant 
ihat  there  his  Numbers  are  fweet,  and  flowing ; 
that  he  has  with  fucce(s  praiHcy  the  new  way 
of  Verfifying  introduc'd  by  his  Predeceflbr  Mr. 
/^Kiifer,  and  followed  lincc  with  fuccefs,  by  Sr. 
7o/w  TknhafHy  and  others.  But  for  Comedy, 
he  is  for  the  moft  part  beholding  to  French 
Romances  and  Plays,  not  only  for  his  Plots, 
but  even  a  great  part  of  his  Language :  tho' 
at  the  fame  time,  he  has  the  confidence  to  pre- 
varicate, if  not  flatly  deny  the  Accufation,  and 
a^uivocally  to  vindicate  himfelf;  as  in  the  Pre- 
face to  the  Mock  ylftrologer :  where  he  men- 
tions Thomas  CorneUle's  k  Feint  AJtrokgue  be- 
caus'd  'twas  tranflated,  and  the  Theft  provM 
upon  him  ;  but  never  fays  One  word  or  MoU 
here\  "Depit  amoreux^  from  whence  the  grcat- 
c/t  ^xtoi  ff^i Id-blood  and  JoGinta^  (which  he 
owns  are  the  chiefefl:  parts  of  the  Play)  arc 
fbllen.  I  cannot  pals  by  his  Vanity  [^^  in 
.  faying,  ^That  thofe  who  have  called  yirgil^ 
^  Terence  and  Tajfo^  Plagiaries  (tho'  they  much 
^injur'd  them)  had  yet  a  better  Colour  for 
^  their  Accufation :  nor  his  Confidence  in  fhcl- 
tring  himfelf  under  the  protc6lion  of  their 
great  Names,  by  aftirniing,  ^  That  he  is  ublc 
*•  to  fay  the  fame  for  his  Play,  that  he  ur^cs  for 
^  their  Poems ;  viz.  That  the  Body  of  his  Play 
^  is  his  own,  and  fo  are  all  the  Ornaments  of

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^  Language,  and  Elocution  in  them.  I  appeal 
only  to  thofe  who  are  vers'd  in  chc  French 
Tongue,  and  will  take  the  pains  to  compare 
this  Comedjr  with  the  French  Plays  above- 
mentioned ;  if  this  be  not  fbmewhat  morethaa  . 
Mental  Refervation,  or  to  ufe  one  of  his  own 
Expreflions,  {^)  jiSophiJlitatedTruthy  with  an 
allay  of  Lye^  int. 

Nor  are  his  Charafters  lefs  borrowed  in  his 
Tragedies,  and  the  ferious  parts  of  his  Tragi- 
comedies; as  I  fliali  obferve  in  the  fequel.  It 
fliall  fuffice  me  at  prefent,  to  fliew  how  Magi- 
fterially  he  huffs  at,  and  domineers  over,  the 
French  in  his  Preface  to  the  CmquePkofGr^ 
nada,  ^  I  fhall  never  (fays  he)  fiibjea  my  Cha- 
^  rafters  to  the  French  Standard ;  where  Love 
^and  Honour  are  to  be  weigh'd  by  Drams  and 
^  and  Scruples :  yet,  where  I  have  defign'd  the 
^patterns  of  exa£l:  Virtue,  fuchasin  this  Play 
^ are  the  Parts  of  Almah'tde^  of  Ozmyn^ and Bcn^ 
^zaidaj  I  may  fafely  challenge  the  beft  of 
^  theirs.  Now  the  Reader  is  dclir'd  to  obferve 
that  all  the  Charafters  of  that  Play  are  flollen 
from  the  French  :  fo  that  Mr.  Dryden  took  a 
fee u re  way  to  Conqueft,  for  having  robb'd 
them  of  their  Weapons,  he  might  (afely  chal- 
lenge them  and  beat  them  too,  elpecially  ha- 
ving gotten  Tonce  de  Leon  [i)  on  his  fide,  in 
difguife,  and  under  the  Title  o^Ahnanzjor :  and 
fliould  Monfieur  de  Voiture  prefume  to  lay

dkrsy  the  Works  of  thofe  his  Uluftrions 
bccflprs.  Shahfpear^  Fletcbery  zndioimfon: 
as  refiuv'd  to  endeavour  tne  reJcue  and 
enration  of  thofe  excellent  Trophies  of 
^  by  raifing  the  Toffe-cvmitatms  upon  this 
dck  AlmanzoT^  to  put  a  flop  to  his  Spoils 
I  his  own  Country -men.   Therefore  I  pre- 

my  felf  a  Champion  in  the  Dead  Poets 
fe,  to  vindicate  their  Fame,  with  the  fame 
tho'  I  hope  different  Integrity  than 
engaged  in  defence  of  Queen  ^ibn-

But  to  wave  this  digreflion,  and  proceed  to 
the  Vindicatiop  of  the  Ancients ;  which  that 
1  may  the  better  perform,  for  the  Readers  Di-r 
veclion,  and  that  Mr.  2)ryden  may  not  tell  me, 
that  what  1  havefaid,  is  hut  gratis. diffum^  I 
fli: Jl  fet  down  the  Heads  ot  his  Depofitions  a- 
gainlt  our  ancient  Englifh  Poets,  and  then  en- 
de.ivour  the  Defence  of  thofe  grdat  Men,  who 
Certainly  deicrv'd  much  better -.of  Pofterity, 
than  to  be  fo  difrefpedhyely  treated  as  he  has 
ufed  them. 

Mr.  Shake/pear  as  firft  in  Seniority  I  think 
ouglit  to  lead  the  Van,  and  therefore  I  fhall 
give  you  his  Account  of  him  as  follows  (*): 
Shake Ipear  who  many  times  has  written  bettW 
than  any  Poet  in  any  Language^  is  yet  (b  far 
from  writing  Wit  always,  or  exprdiing  that 
Wit  according  to  the  dignity  ot  theSubjeil^

^lency  lay  in  the  low  Chara<fte|-$.ot..  Vice,  and 
^  Folly.  When  at  any  time  .  (fays  rie)  Btn 
^  aim'd  at  Wit  in  the  ftridter  fenc^^i,  ^  that  is 
^  Iharpnefs  of  Conceit,  he  was  forc'd  tfi  borrow 
^  from  the  Ancients,  (as  to  my  Knowledge  he 
<  did  very  much  from  Tlautus :)  of  when  he 
^  trufted  himfclf  alone,  often  fell  i,ntQ meaiuieis

Thefe  are  Errors  which  Mr.  ^ryden  \in 
found  oiit^n  the  moft  Correal  Dramatick  Poets 
of  the  laft  Age,  and  fays  ('*)  in  defence  of  our 
prefent  Writers,  That  it  they  reach  notibme 
Excellencies  of  Benjobnfon^  yet  at  leailthej  . 
are  above  that  Meannefs  of  Thought  >vhich 
he  has  tax'd,  and  which  is  fo  frequent  in'him. 

After  this  he  falls  upon  the  Gentlemen  of  . 
the  laft  Age  in  a  Charaaer,  which  (as  Bof^es  \ 
fays)  is  flieer  point  and  Satyr  throughout  QY^  j 
for  after  having  Droll'd  upon  them,  callhlg  ^ 
them  Old  Fellows ,  Grave  Gentlemen^  &c..  -he  j 
fnmmes  up  his  Evidence,  and  fines  an  lolri^  .' 
ufnphe  ;  afcribing  his  Victory  to  the  Gallantry  j 
and  Civility  of  tnis  Age,  and  to  his  own  Know*-  1 
ledge  of  the  Cuftoms  and  Manners  of  it.  I 

I  niuft  do  Mr.  Uryden  this  juftice,  to  ac- 
quaint the  World,  that  here,  and' there  in  this 
Tojifcript^  he  interfperfes  fomc  faint  Praifes  of 
theie  Authors ;  ana  beggs  the  Reader's  Pardo?  ; 
for  accufing  them  (^ ) ,  ^Defiring  him  to  coii-  - 
'ffder  that  he  lives  in  Age  where  his  leafl: 
^faults  are  fevercly  cerifur'd,  and  that  he  has 

*  no  way  left  to  extenuate  his  failings,  but  by 
^fhcwing  as  great  in  thofe  whom  he  admires. 

Whether  this  be  afufficientExcufe  or  no,  I

But  this 
being  at  prefent  Foreign  to  my  Subjeft,^  I  {f»ll 
not  after  an  Aftof  Oblivion  revive  forgottefli 
Crimes,  but  go  on  with  the  Thing  I  have  un-' 
dcrtook,  {to  wit)  The  Defence  of  the  Poets  of 
the  lafl  Age. 

Were  Mr.  7)ryden  really  as  great  a  Schdbr. 
as  he  would  have  the  World  believe  him  to 
be ;  he  would  have  call'd  to  mind,  that  Hbmer^ 
Svhom  he  profefieth  to  imitate,  had  fet  hifia  4 
better  pattern  of  Gratitude,  who  mefitipftil 
with  Refpeft  and  Kindnefs  his  Matter  TiMthf . 
Mentor  of  Ithaca^  and  even  Tychius^  theho^ 
neft  Leather-dreflfer.  Had  he  followed  Pirgil^ 
whom  he  would  be  thought  to  efteem ;  ivS&sA 
of  Reproaches,  he  had  heap'd  Panegyricks,  oil 
the  Aflaes  of  his  Illuftrious  PredecdHbrs :  and 
rather  than  have  tax'd  them  with  their  Erron 
in  fuch  a  rude  manner,  would  have  endea- 
voured to  fix  them  in  the  Temple  of  FanvCf ' 
as  he  did  Muf^euSy  and  the  Ancient  Poets,  i|i 
Elifiumy  amongft  the  Magnanimous  HerdeS| 
and  Teucer's  Oftfpring ;  f  tiling  them,  (*^)

Had  he  ohkxy  d  Ovid's  Ele^  ad  Jnvrdos  (J*) 
he  might  have  found  that  good  humour'd  Gfeii^ 
tleman,not  only  commending  his  PredecejBotSj 
but  even  his  Cotemporaries.  But  it  feent^  m 
has  followed  Hor^c^^  whom  ]ie  boafts  to  have

die  very  lufpicion  of  which,  Scaliger  (  who 
like  Mr.  "Dryden  fcldome  Ipares  any  man^)  has 
cerm'd  him  Barbarous  ( ^ ).  Ingjratus  Horatius, 
iLtpu  unimo  bar  bar 0  atquc  fervili;  qui  ne  iMe^ 
senate  qmdem  abliinere  fotuit :  Jiquidan  quad 
m$mij  varum  eji^  Molthinum  ab  to  apfiellatum^ 
cujus  demjfas  notaret  tunicas  (<).  Mr.  ^Dryden 
having  imitated  the  fame  Fa<^l,  ceruinly  he 
dcierves  the  fame  punifliment :  and  if  we  may 
not  with  Scdiger  caU  him  Barbarous,  yet  all 
iqgenious  Men,  that  know  how  he  has  dcoJt 
with  Sbakehear^  will  count  him  ungrateful ; 
who  by  furbifhin^  up  an  Old  Play,  witnefs  The 
Tc9MeJl^  and  Troths  and Crejfida^  has  got  more 
on  tiic  third  Day,  than  its  probable,  ever  Ho- 
rm:e  receiv'd  from  his  Patron  for  any  One  Poem 
in  all  his  Lite.  The  like  Debt  he  f  bnds  engaged 
for  to  the  French  for  fevcral  of  the  Plays,  he  has 
pilbJiiht ;  which  if  they  exceed  Mr.  Shakefpcar 
ja  Occonomy,  and  Contrivance,  'tis  that  Mr. 
7)iydens  Plays  owe  their  Advantage  to  his  ski  II 
in  the  French  Tongue,  or  to  the  Age,  rather 
than  his  own  Conduft,  or  Performances. 

Hoadl Shake fpcar  was  not  in  thofc  days  ac 
qoainted  with  thofe  great  Wits,  Sct$dery^  CaU 
prmtde^  Scarron^  Corneiile^  &c.  He  was  as  nuich 
a  Stranger  to  French  as  Latinc,  (in  which,  i^

Shakefpears  Meafure  for 
Meafureylio'wcvcr  deftis'd  by  Mr.  Dryden  with 
his  Much  Ado  about  Nothings  -csrere  belie^'d  by 
Sr.  JViUiatn  2)avenant^  (who  I  prefume  had  as 
much  judgment  as  Sir  Tofitive  At^aU  *)  to 
have  Wit  enough  in  them  to  make  one  good 
Play.

in  our  Author's  behalf  (*)  Che  folo  havea  ttb-

were  it  not  too  long  a  Dilcurfion. 

For  this  Rcafon  I  fhall  only  fpeak  fuccinftly 
of  tiie  Latine  Dramaiick  Poets,  moft  of  which 
vrere  Iioitators  at  leaft,  if  liot  wholly  behold- 
ing to  the  Creek  Poets  for  their  Produfiions. 
Thus  Seneca  in  his  Trarcdies  imitated  Euru 
fiJes^tkd'x^i/Efvbj^lns  ;  Terence  hontovi'd  from 
MtnMerj  and  in  his  Prologue  to  Andrmy 
ouotcs  iMviASy  Tlautusy  and  Ennms  for  his 
Atithority.  I  could  enumerate  more  Inflances, 
but  thefc  are  fufficient  Precedents  to  excufe 
Mr.  JobnJ'on, 

Permit  me  to  fay  ferther  in  his  behalf,  That 
if  in  imitation  of  thefe  illuftrious  Examples, 
and  Models  of  Antiquity,  he  has  borrowed 
from  them,  as  they  from  each  other  ;  yet  that 
he  attempted,  and  as  fome  think,  happily  fuc- 
ceeded  in  his  Endeavours  of  Surpafling  them : 
infbmuch  that  a  certain  Perfon  of  Quality  ( •) 
makes  a  Queftion,  ^  Whether  any  oF  the  Wic 
*of  the  Latine  Poets  be  more  Terfe  and  Elo- 
*quent  in  their  Tongue,  than  this  Great  and

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what  they  have  borrovr'd  from  the  Ancients,' 
I  Ihall  leave  to  the  deciCon  of  the  abler  Gri- 
ticks  :  only  this  I  miill  fay,  in  behalf  of  the 
later,  that  he  has  no  ways  endeavbur'd  to  con- 
ceal  what  he  has  borrowed,  as  the  formier  has 

generally  done.  Nay,  in  his  Play  ^ralFd  S^janus 
t'  has  printed  in  the  Margent  throughout, 
the  places  from  whence  he  borrowed:  the 
fame  he  has  pra6lic'd  in  fbveral  of  his  Mafqucs, 
(as  the  Reader  may  find  in  his  Works;; )  a  Pat* 
tern,  which  Mr.  i>ryden  woiild.haredone  well 
to  have  copied,  and  had  thereby  lav'd  me  the 
trouble  of  the  following  Annotations*

whicn  I  purpofely  omit  to  tax  him  with,  as 
thinking  what  he  has  taken  to  be  lawful  prize  : 
yet  I  cannot  but  obfcrve  withal ;  that  he  has 
plunder'd  the  chifcf  Italian^  Spanijh.  and  French 
wits  for  Forage,  notwithllahding  his  pretend- 
ed contempt  oi  them :  and  not  only  fb,  but  even 
his  own  Countrymen  have  been  tbrc'd  to  pay 
him  tribute,  or  to  fay  better,  have  not  been 
exempt  from  being  Pillag'd.  This  I  (hall  fuf- 
ficiently  make  out  m  the  Examen  of  his  Plays  ;

He 
removed  from  Cambridge  to  Court,  where  he 
ferv'd  his  Majefty  with  all  imaginable  Fidelity^ 
and  Dutiflil  Afleaion.  He  was  his  Secretary 
in  Hollandy  FirancCy  and  Scotland;  and  at  ^or^ 
cejler  Fight  was  wounded^and  taken  prifoner  in 
Defence  of  the  Royal  Caufe.

Here 
he  took  his  Batchelors  and  Mailers  Degrees, 
and  in  the  Year  16%'^.  he  went  out  Batchelor 
of  Divinity.

Lucius  Annaus  Seneca  was  born  at  CordoM^ 
in  SPaifij  a  little  before  the  Death  of  Augujim 
Cejar,  He  bore  his  Father  s  Name,  which  Con- 
formity has  mil-kd  fome  Authors^caufing  them 
to  afcribe  to  the  Son,  the  Tieclamations  colle- 
fted  by  the  Father.  He  gave  himfelf  to  the 
Study  of  Thilofophy  and  Jthetgrickj^  and  in  the 
b^;inning  of  Cahgula\  Reign,  he  fignaliz'd 
himfelf  by  a  Caufe  which  he  pleaded  in  the  Se- 
nate, under  the  prote£l;ion  gi  Cneus  TDomitius. 
But  finding  that  Emperor,  aiming  at  the  Uni- 
verfid  Monarchy  of  Eloquence,  he  pleaded  no 
more  in  publick,  for  fear  of  giving  Ombrage 
to  this  Ambitious  Prince.

^If  up  to  thoCe  abominable  Crimes,  that  Hen* 
der'd  him  the  fbame  of  Mankind.  Semcdi^^RVo!^ 
was  a  continual  Check  to  his  Vices ;  thii^  ren- 
dered his  Company  at  firft  difagreeable  to  faini, 
afterwards  intolerable.  This  pccafion^d  him 
to  hire  CkonicCy  Senecas  Freed-man,  to  poyfim 
him ;  which  either  through  the  Repentance  of 
the  Domeftick  o^r  the  Diftruft  of  SenecOy -^ru 
prevented.  Nero  fome  time  afte rehearing  that 
Seneca  was  privy  to  Tijos  Confpiracy,  alid  be- 
ing impatient  of  his  Death,  laid  hold  of  that 
Opportunity  to  deftroy  him.  All  the  Retnrxi 
this  ungrateful  Pupil  made  him  for  the  Care 
of  his  Education,  was  to  allow  him  the  dibice 
of  his  Death ;  which  he  accepted  from  the  IV- 
rant,  and  cauling  his  Veins  to  be  ojpen'd,  ne 
died  in  the  twelfth  Year  of  Nero  s  Rogiii

Judgment  of  Ibme  Perfbns,  have  very  deferved- 
ly  advanced  him  to  the  Honour  he  now  enjoys, 
under  the  Title  of  Poet  Laureat  to  their  prefent 
Majefties.  An  Advancement  which  he  inge- 
nioufly  confefles,  is  chiefly  owiiu;  to  the  Pa- 
tronage of  the  Noble  Earl  of  2)^f/?/,that  Great 
Judge  of  Wit  and  Parts ;  in  whofe  Favour  it 
has  been  Mr.  ShadweW%  particular  Happinefs 
lor  feveral  Years,  to  have  had  an  Eminent 
Share.  Mr.  T>ryden^  I  dare  prefume,  little  ima- 
gined, when  he  writ  that  Satyr  of  K^Mackr 
Fkcknoey  that  the  Subject  he  there  lb  much 
icicpofes  and  ridicules,  mould  have  ever  lived 
to  nave  fucceeded  him  in  wearing  the  Bays. 

But  I  am  willing  to  fay  the  lefs  of  Mn  S&ad^ 
nsieU^  becaufe  I  have  publickly  profefs'd  a 
Friendfhip  for  him :  and  tho'  it  be  not  of  fo 
long  date,  as  feme  former  Intimacy  with 
others ;  fo  neither  is  it  blemiibed  witn  fbme 
unhandfbme  Dealings,  I  have  met  with  from 
Perfbns,  where  I  leaft  expeited  it.  I  fliall 
therefore  Ipeak  of  him  with  the  Impartiality

His  Na- 
tural Genius  to  Toetry  was  fo  excdient,  that 
like  thofe  Diamonds  0),  which  are  found  ia 
Cornwall  J  Nature  had  little,  or  no  occafion  for 
the  Aflifbnce  of  Art  to  polifli  it.  The  Truth 
is,  'tis  agreed  on  by  moft,  that  his  Learning 
was  not  extraordinary ;  and  I  am  apt  to  be- 
lieve, that  his  Skill  in  the  French  and  Italian 
Tongues,  exceeded  his  Knowledge  in  the  Ro-^ 
man  Language :  for  we  find  him  not  only  be- 
holding to  Cynthio  Giraldi  and  Bandelloy  for  his 
Plots,  but  likewife  a  Scene  in  Henry  the  Fifth, 
written  in  French y  between  the  Princcfs  Cathe^ 
rinc  and  her  Governante :  Befides  Italian  Pro- 
verbs  fcatter'd  up  and  down  in  his  Writings. 
Few  Perfons  that  are  acquainted  with  'Drama^ 
tick  Toetry^  but  are  convinced  of  the  Excel- 
lency of  nis  Compofitions,  in  all  Kinds  of  it :

I  (  fays  he  ( ')  ingenioufly  )  freely  confefs  my 
Theft,  and  ainafliam'd  on't;  tho'  I  Have 
the  Example  of  fome  that  never  yet  wrote  a 
Play,  without  ftcalmg  moftofit;  and  (like 
Men  that  Lye  fo  long,  till  they  believe  tnem- 
felves)  at  length  by  continual  Thieving, 
reckon  their  ftollen  Goods  their  own  too: 
which  is  fo  Ignoble  a  thing,  that  I  carinot 
but  believe  that  he  that  makes  a  conltuon 
pradlice  of  ftealing  other  Men's  Wit,  wditld,  • 
if  he  could  with  the  fame  Safety,  Ileal  any 
thing  elfc.     Mr.  Ravenfcroft^  in  the  Epiitlc
